ASTRONAUTS ROCKET 
INTO LUNAR ORBIT 


SPACH CENTRE, Houston, Texas 
(UPI). — Jamming on their space- 
ship brakes with a 64-minute 
rocket blast, the Apollo-17 astro- 
prey sped into lunar orbit yester- 

day marvelling at the “epic ‘sight” 
of the alien world they were about 
to explore. 

Bugene Cernan, Ronald Evans and 
Jack Schmitt fired the p's 
main spacecraft engine at 9.47 
Israel time behind the moon Tt 
slowed them by 3,251 kms per hour. 

The spacemen emerged from hbe- 
hind the moon’s right-hand edge 23 
minutes later, travelling 6,002 k.p.h. 
in a looping orbit that ranged 
96 to 314 kms. above the cratered 
surface, 

One of their first tasks was to 
look for the lunar canyon where 
Cerman and Schmitt will land this 
afternoon. 


“Hello there, America, we hear 
you talking,” capsule communicator 
Gordon Fullerton called up to the 
astronauts as they came out from 
behind the moon and -back on to 
radio contact with Earth. 

“Houston, this is America," Cer- 
nan replied, You can breathe easier. 
America has arrived on station for 
the challenge ahead." 

“America” is the mame the space- 
men chose for their command ship. 
The moon-landing craft is called 
“Chalelnger." 

Cernan told mission control the 
rocket firing that placed the craft 
into moon orbit went perfectly. He 
balled it “the smoothest and quiet- 
est ... I can remember.”

TEL AVIV. — The paths of two of 
the Jews alleged to be involved in 
& spyYing broken up by security fortes 
last week, hud “Udi” adiv, the for- 
mer kibbutznik, and Dan Vered, the 
lonely intellectual son of a well- 
to-do Ramat Gan family, met at 
the fringe of Israel's poHtical epec- 
trum. They found themselves in 
“the Israel Socialist Organization” 
established in Jerusalern in 1962. 
Its kernel was a group of leftists 
who found the Israel Communi3i 
Party too moderate. It s¢on took 
on the name of its publication 
“Matspen” (compass}, which drew 
dnspiration from ἃ compound of the 
writings of Trotzky and Chairman 


ae eatepen later splintered into a 
mumber of factions, with Adiv and 
‘Vered among the founder-members 


“of the “Revolutionary Communist 


Alliance.” The splintering of “Matz- 
pen” is attributed to the personal 
influence of Danny “The Red.” He 
came into contact with them 
through his acquaintance with one 
of the Matzpen leaders, Haim Ha- 
negbi, who knew him during his 
Sorbonne student days. 

Adiv brought Bendit-Cohen to 
visit his kibbutz home and the 
visitor's temarks caused a near-riot 
in the meeting hail. 

ARAB TERRORISTS 

The group's bulletin was named 
“The Red Front.” It supported the 
more extreme Arab terrorists, and 
spoke openly of “the need to upset 
the superiority of the Israel De- 
fence Forces as a stage in the path 
to the revolution, and to the liquida- 
tion of the Zionist State." It was 
on this fertile soil that Daoud Turki 
and his group allegedly sowed the 
seeds of sedition. 

Adiv's father and mother refuse 
to accept these allegations. Tova 
Adiv has told reporters: “Udi 
always been hypersensitive to in- 
justice. We educated him in a spe- 
οἶδα political way. We brought him 
up to be faithful to his ideas right 
to the end ... anyway in Israel 
people tend to regard anyone hold- 
ing radical leftist ideas as sick in- 
dividuals ... he was terribly af- 
fected by the war, and by the 
deaths of so many in the fighting 
around the Rockefeller Museum in 
Jerusalem... when he came back 
he hardly spoke.

Nablus can elect

Two moxths ago he married, and 
the young couple rented a fiat in 
Ramat Gan.

The greatest shock of 811 came 
to his 65-year-old father, Avraham 
Vered, who was recently widowed. 
His wife died only a week before his 
ron’s arrest. He told reporters: “I 
am broken-hearted. I cannot belleve 
it is true. I never brought up my 
son to betray our homeland. Maybe 
he was dragged in by bad company. 
Only a week ago I lost my wife, 
ond now I suffer another terrible 
blow. it's very hard. There is little 
to say about Danny, he was always 
& good boy and studied well How 
come he became such an extremist 
all of a sudden? I‘never imagined 
he would have anything to do with 
tuch things. If his guilt should be 
proven, then I would prefer not to 
have a son lke that. For I have 
confidence In our law courts.” 

The Cohen family have locked 
themselves in their Bnei Brak flat, 
him refusing to speak to outsiders about 
the arrest of their 30-year-old son, 
Yehezkel They are especially upset 
for their two younger sons now 
serving in the army. Neighbours and 
acquaintances told reporters that 
Yehezkel was regarded as "the 
black sheep” of the family. He al- 
ways charged that because his fam- 
Uy immigrated from Iraq, he had 
no chance to make good. 

ALLIANCE GRADUATE 

After graduating from the Alli- 
ance Israelite school in Haifa, Cohen 
served in the army. On demobiliza- 
tion, he worked at the atomic re- 
actor in Dimona. His hobby was 
painting but he failed — for lack 
of means — to attend the Bezalel 
art school in Jerusalem. Later he 
attended Middle East and history 
studies at Tel Aviv University com- 
pleting the B.A. degree. He then ap- 


᾿ plied for a job and was turned down 


by the Foreign Ministry:: Recentiy 
he worked as a night reception clerk 
at the Narkiss, Eilat, aud Ness- 
Ziona Hotels in Tel Aviv, and also 
worked for the Stelmatzky book firm 
as a bill collector. Some of his 
paintings were last week on display 
in the lobbies of the Narkisa and 
Ness-Ziona hotels. 

The wife of David Kupfer col- 
lapsed when her husband was taken 
away by the police last Wednes- 
day, leaving her with two daugh- 
ters. She did not deny she knew 
of his radical left-wing views, say- 
ing “but they threw him out be- 
cause he is not responsible for his 


actions.” His father, Yehoshua 
Kupfer charged: “His arrest is a 
political provocation. It's all a 


fraud. Yes, David was a leftist, but 
he was not active. He only worked 
Uke a horse to fill his belly.” 


David Kupfer has already served 
prison sentences for theft and burg- 
lary. He was previously in Rakah. 
He and his wife divorced and re- 
married a year later. A few months 
ago, when his wife wags once more 
Pregnant, he told her he was due 
to go abroad “on a party mission.” 
She feared he would not come back 
to her and asked a lawyer to get a 
court injunction stopping him from 
leaving the country. A few days 
later some of his friends including 
Adiv and Vered appeared at their 
home assuring her that her hus- 
band would not go abroad.

Unable to ‘clean: 
Jerusalem Religious

The chairman of the malfunc- 
tioning and strike-disrupted Jeru- 
salem Religious Council, 
Yehoshua Baruchi, has resigned. 
In resignation letters sent yester- 
day to the Minister for Religious 
Affairs and to the Mayor of Jeru- 
salem, he wrote that he had lost 
all hope of belng able to bring 
the affairs of the Council under 
ecntrol and to restore to it a 
minimum of good management. 

Mr. Baruch’s resignation came 
after the strike which paralysed 
the Council last week ended sud- 
denly yesterday morning. Ritual 
slaughterers were back at their 
abattoirs and affianced couples 
could again register their intention 
to marry. 

Mr. Baruchi, a veteran adminis- 
trator, was elected chairman 10 


months ago by unanimous decision ἡ 


of aj] the Capital's main political 
parties. His alm was to “clean up” 
the Council, which had over the 
years become a byword for mtis- 
Management, Four months after he 
took office the State Comptroller 
published a report on the Council's 
activities in previous years which 
was severely critical of almost all 
the Council's departments. 


Speaking to The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday, Mr. Baruchi said: “No 
one — not even an angel of the 

Lord, —- could succeed in restoring 


order to the Council as long as.

in Germany.

No one the least bit familiar 
with the subject needs to make a 
deep study to discover that Fa- 
Yrago’s “top-secret Argentine intelli- 
gence documents" contain reports 
published years ago and available 
in the public library. These reports 
have never been verified, nor have 
they ever helped anyone get a real 
whiff of Bormann. 


BUNDLE OF SECRETS 


An example: back in 1952, anti- 
Peronist Silvano Santander, then in 
the Argentine Parliament, acquired 
ἃ bundle of “secret papers” while 
on a visit to Berlin (whether East 
Berlin or West Berlin is not clear}. 
The papers dealt with the part play- 
ed by Juan and Evita Peron, and 
Martin Bormann, in smuggiing a 
huge Nazi treasure into Argentina. 
While Peron remained in power, 
the Santander papers were cireulat- 
ed from hand to hand, but in 1955, 
after his fall, they appeared as a 
book. Farago could thus have saved 
himself part of much trouble by 
Tooking in his local library or book- 
store. And even if he never heard 
of the Santander papers, he must 
surely have read (in fact, I think 
he reviewed it) Michael Bar-Zohar's 
“The Avengers,” which was publish- 
ed in English in 1968. Farago could 
have found in Bar-Zohar’s book a 
summary Of the Santander Papers, 
plus (among other things) the 
names “Eliezer Goldstein” and 
“Juan Gomez," thus avoiding hav- 
ing to walt till mow to revéal all 
this information as a closely guard- 
‘ed secret of Argentine intelligence. 

Although Farsego is usually pre- 
sented as a former intelligence of- 
ficer himself, ne seems to have 
swallowed the “documents” that

Frondizi ordered his secu- 
rity services to follow the {Israelis 
but dot (to) interfere with their 
activities.” 
In Farago’s “dossier,” one of the 
six <Argentine agents benevolently 
watching over the four Israelis re- 
ported that his charges were mak- 
ing themselves too conspicuous, and 
that it had become necessary to 
“shield” them to prevent Eichmann 
from discovering the plans being 
made for him. Another agent even 
witnessed the capture itself, watch- 
ing as the four Israelis leaped out 
from the car with which they had 
been tailing Eichmann, seized the 
Nazi, and bundled him inside. 

The agent “.. jumped on a mo- 
tor-cycle parked at a pre-arranged 
spot.. and followed the kidnappers 
to ἃ farm in the locality of Fro- 
rencio Varela.”

HAIFA. — About 250,000 bhome- 
owners in development areag are 
waiting for their homes to be in- 
aluded in the Land Registry (tabu).

Aluf Zorea admitted that the ori- 
entation of the Authority's staff 
of 500 had hitherto been largely
